From the de 
liberations a number ot recommenda- 
tions strongly emphasizing neceesity 


for certain additional regulations, | 


to the Minister of In- 
terior, the Commissioner of Crown 
Lands, and the provincial govern- 
ments. 

It was strongly urged that explora- 
ion should be made to determine what 
lands are suitable for settlement, par- 
ticularly the country north of Sask- 
atchewan, and that permanent pre- 
serves of timber areas should be con- 
served and enlargea 

That the government should take 
steps to encourage hy instruction and 
by giving facilities or obtaining nurt- 
sery stock for reforestration, particu- 
larly upon the prairies, was also put 
in the form of a recommendation. It 
was suggested that this might be 
facilitated by placing forest tree seeds 
on the free list. 

Special means should be adopted 
for the preservation of forests on 
watersheds, it was urged, in view of 
the many important ways in which 
the water supply affects the indus- 
tries of the country. 

The fire preventive system now in 
force met with heavy approval, but a 
need of increased watchfulness on 
the part of railways and surveying 
parties was emphasized. Prospectors 
entering timber reservations should 
be placed under special surveillance.

Canadians at the Colonial Conference 


Five members of the Dominion gov- 
ernment go to London next month to 
represent Canada at the Colonial Con- 
ference, Sir Wilfrid Laurier being ac- 
companied by Hon. Mr. Fielding, Sir 
Frederick Borden, Hon. William Pat- 
terson, Hon. L. P. Brodeur. 

With the exception of Hon. Mr. 
Brodeur, says a writer in the Toronto 
Globe, they have all been members of 
the Canadian Government ever since 
the Liberal victory in 1806. Sir Wil- 
frid won his firat laurels as an orator. 
A man of ideals, of courtesy, he is at 
the same time @ practical leader and 
a firm champion ot a cause once ¢s- 
poused. On his previous visits to 
Great Britain his name has become a 
household word for his eloguenes and 
for his fervent love fu: the race which 
though the conquerors of his own peo- 
ple, has eet the world en example in 
toleration and liberty Sir Wilfrid has 
passed his 66th birthday, but he ‘has 
recovered his former health, and is 
to-day after 36 years of public life, as 
vigorous and alert a statesman as sits 
in the Canadian Parliament. 

As Minister of Finance for eleven 
years, Hon. W. 8. Fielding has labor- 
ed constantly with an intensity that 
only such a temperament could en- 
dure in the era of Canada’s expansion 
His early years in journalism were 
useful training both in industry and 
in the discussion of public questions. 
One of the characteristics of the min- 
ister of Finance is a + esire to hear ali 
the evidence and to be fair to both 
sides in @ controversy. No public in- 
quiry of moment in Canada was ever 
conducted with greater thoroughness 
and satisfaction to the people than 
that of the recent tariff commission 
over which Mr. Fielding presided. 
Now that the tariff is before Par- 
liament, and the tedium of the Minis- 
ter’s labor is about over one ean wish 
him a restful voyage across the Atlan-

In his younger days he was 
one of Canada’s greatest political 
speakers, but 67 years bring repose 
and a taste for other lines of work, 
and Mr. Paterson's late years will be 
famed for conscientious work as an 
administrator.

Brodeur's promotion to the portfolio 
of Marine an. Fisheries, a sphere 
which gives opportunity for the great 
work of improving navigation on the 
8t.

; Parliament is in Session. 

Ottawa,March 21.—It has been de- 
finitely settled that Laurier and Sir 
Frederick Borden will sail for Eng- 
land on April 5th. The question has 
been in doubt for several days, as 
many of the first minister's support- 
era have been urging that he should 
Got leave Canada with Parliatnent 
atill in session. However, different 
councils have prevailed. It is felt 
that in a sense it would be humiliat- 
irig for Canada not to be represented 
nt @ great conference of the Empire, 
although it is quite true no Canadian 
proposals appear on the agenda paper. 
The invitation to the colonial repre- 
sentatives is to the premiers only, so 
Bir Wilfrid could ‘not send a substi- 
tute. Were the first minister to ab- 
sent himself, it would reflect upon 
Canada’s interest in imperial affairs, 
and certainly lead to misunderstand- 
ing throughout the empire. It has, 
therefore, been thought wiser that 
Leurier should go, even though Par- 
liament has not concluded its labors. 
Several important social functions 
have been arranged in honor of the 
Colonial visitors on April 18. The 
Colonial premiers will be banquetted 
in the Albert Hall by the 1900 club. 
Mr. Balfour will preside, and will be 
supported by all the members of the 
late Unionist administration. 

On Friday May 3, the premiers will 
be guests at a dinner of the Eighty 
Club in the Hotel Cecil. Asquith, 
chancellor of the exchequer, will pre- 
side, and President Laurier and Gen- 
eral Booth will speak.

IN LUMBER. 


ACTIVE YEAR 


Owing to Car Shortage Lumber Mer- 
chants Will Utilize the Sea to 
Transport Their Outfit. 


Bellingham, Wash., Mar. 223.—The 
car shortage this year will result in 
the greatest cargo lumber trade the 
west has ever known. Inland mills 
have at last been forced to seek the 
sea as an outlet for their products and 
in 1907 they will add hundreds of mil- 
lions of feet of lumber to the pro- 
mised unprecedented output of the 
cargo mills, 

Operators of large inland plants 
have chartered vessels and declare 
they will remain in the cargo trade 
throughout the year. Particularly is 
this true in Northwestern Washing: 
ton. The extraordinary opportunity 
fo: cargo business, both domestic and 
foreign, is certain to lead early to the 
enlargement of waterfront mills and 
the construction ef cargo factories by 
rail shippers. This is now being con- 
templated by several northwestern 
companies. 

Lumbermen of Puget Sound estim- 
ate that this year the cargo trade will 
approximate 2,000,000,000 {t., an excess 
of 600,000,000 over the deep-sea busi- 
neas of 1906, and almost a billion feet 
more than in 1906. California alone 
will take more than half this total, 
Already this year more than 100,000,- 
000 feet of lumber has entered the 
southern state from Washington, Ore 
gon and British Columbia, yet build: 
ing activity is just fairly beginning 
for this season. The present rate of 
lumber consumption in San Francisce 
is about 2,000,000 feet daily, and this 
will be largely increased as spring ad> 
vances. The value of San Fran- 
cisco’s 1907 purchases of northwestern 
lumber undoubtedly will exceed 
$12,000,000 and may reach $15,000,000, 
say lumbermen. 

The rail shippers’ entrance inte 
the cargo field is almost sure to re 
sult in a veasel shortage. Owing to 
winter there has been a slight de 
crease in exporta, and freight rates 
consequently have fallen, and with 
them the price of lumber, but with 
the opening of spring, these prices, it 
ia believed, will quickly reach their 
former maximum. There is no im 
dication that the price of lumber will 
be less than it was in 19068.

TAXES I ALGERTA. 

The Alberta Legislature has passed 
Premier Rutherford’s bill to taz prac 
tically all the public utilities and 4- 
nancial concerns doing business in the 
province. The interests affected in- 
clude street railways, telegraph com: 
Panies telephone companies, lighting 
companies using gas or electricity, ex- 
Press companies, corporations taking 
Money on deposit, private banks, in- 
surance companies and trust and loan 
companies, all of which are to pay 
taxes, in varying degrees, fur the pur- 
Poses of the provincial government. 
The government of the new province 
seems to have made up its mind to 
begin at the beginning with the cor- 
portions. Practically at the outset cf 
the career of the province, its legisla- 
sure lays down the principle that 
these public utilities are fit subjects 
for taxation for provincial purposes. 
It disposes beforehand of the argu- 
ment that such legislation is confisca- 
tory, an argument that would surely 
be made if the province were to wait 
@ few years before employing this 

means of raising revenue and it gives 
ample notice to intending investors in 
ventures of this nature hereafter to 
be established in the prevince that 
franchises to do business are condi- 
tional upon the remission to the peo- 
ple of a proportion of the proceeds of 
the franchise.—Ottawa Journal.

HOMESTEAD ENTRIES DOUBLED 

THIS WEEK. 

A large number of land seekers are 
expected to arrive in the city next 
Monday and Tuesday from various 
points in the United States. The ex- 
cursionists are mostly billed for Al- 
berta and the Edmonton district. 

Inquiry at the immigration hall 
elicited the fact that since the open- 
ing of the year more than double the 
number of settlers have made inquiry 
for land than last year. The major- 
ity so far have been Americans, al- 
though a considerable percentage are 
from the old country. 

Entries for homesteads at the land 
office have begun in earnest. ‘The en- 
tries this week will be double those of 
last week, and the indications are 
that a larger numb.: of settlers are 
coming than ever before. Plans of the 
mewly surveyed townships are being 
filed in the land office every day and 
applications for homesteads received. 

The officials at the land office and 
immigration hal! unite in saying the 
settlers are a splend:d class and easy 
to deal .with.

He was under fire more than once«n 
the Nile, but he remembers few of the 
accompanying circumstances—or, ut 
least, he never will tell of them—per- 
haps because he has been shot at more 
than once at home and never has been 
hit. He will talk about African heat 
and African weather, however, when 
he feels just like it. His disgust at 
all the Nile region, ite lack of snow, 
ice and cold, ite climate generally, in 
iuct, is acute and profound. He holds 
uncomplimentary views of every part 
of the world he has visited except the 
“anadian Northwest. 

Notwithstanding all this, Alec was 
@ great suceess; as skilful and effec- 
tive on the waters of the Nile as on 
*he waters of the northwestern rivers. 
rie was personally attached to the 
command of a young officer named 
Kitchener, who, later, after Roberts 
had had his day, was to succeed 
Wolseley as Commander-in-Chiet ct 
the British army, and is now in charge 
vf the army in India. 

Alec Kennedy has been somewhat 
of a privileged character in the North- 
west ever since his return from 
Fgypt. He is not at all proud, how- 
ever, and he does his work as guide, 
inéerpreter, cook and general facto- 
tum, when out with an expedition 
of Canadian officials among the In- 
cians, as well and faithfully as over. 
Like all of his type, he seems to be 
proof against hunger, cold and weari- 
ness, and he is a master cf wooderaft 
os well as watercraft. 

He knows how to select a spot ‘or 
a night’s camp and he knows how to 
get a camp ready in an incredibly 
short time better than almost any 
ene in all the Northwest except his 
cousin, Alec Bouglas. The latter, 
ho guided Mark D. Wilber of New 


York on his northwestern journeys in == 


1402, is quite the equal of Kennedy 
in wood and water craft, but never 
having been in Africa is not so fam- 
ous in Athabasca and other far north- 
western places.

The Fame Abroad of Alec 
Kennedy, the Indian Guide 


Alec Kennedy, the guide well-known 
here, is the subject of an entertaining 
article recently published in the To- 
tonto Globe. It says that ‘Alec’ Ken- 
Nedy, tall, straight, 65 or thereabouts, 
with a face that shows his mixed Scot 
and Sioux blood, is one of the most 
interesting Indians who have ever 
been called upon to help bear the 
white man’s burden, 

He is also one of the most famous 
characters in all the Canadian North- 
west, where he is now living out the 
remainder of his life, after having 
served the British government 
faithfully in Africa that he was grant- 
ed two service medals, by the 
British and one by the Kgyptian goy- 
ernment, 

Kennedy's headquarters are at Ed- 
monton, on the upper Saskatchewan 
river. He is in the employ of the In- 
dian department of the Canadian gov- 
ernment, and has been most of the 
time since the Hudson’s Bay Com- 
pany’s territory was taken over. Be- 
fore the change he was employed by 
the company. His present occupation 
is that of guide and interpreter to 
the Indian commissioner and other 
government officials who have to tra- 
vel in the North-West,which he knows 
as well as any other man alive, either 
white or copper-colored. In his early 
days he was a bateau man.

A BARREN OPPOSITION. 

A term in opposition is commonly 
regdtded as @ pfobationary period 
whefein @ party qualifies for govern- 
ment. Here freed from the exactions 
of administrative duty and the bug- 
bear of “consistency” its leaders are 
expected to get their bearings to study 
the problems of the hour, to decide 
upon how best to solve them and then 
offer their plans to the public in com- 
petition with those of the government, 
But like many another theory this 
does not always work out in practise. 
The Conservative party has been in 
opposition in Canada for a decade; 
but so far as the development of any 
intelligible and comprehensive policy 
is concerned they might as well have 
fone into opposition yesterday. There 
is today, as there has been for ten 
‘ears past only one policy before the 
ople of Canada—the policy enunci- 

ed by the Liberal party in 1893 and 
~sflected and illustrated in the record 

the government. Be that policy 
good or bad, wise ‘or otherwise, the 
choice today is as it has been  be- 
tween that policy and no policy at all. 
So far as the opposition in the Cana- 
dian parliament is concerned that 
body has simply performed the me- 
chanical function of opposing what- 
ever the government has proposed. It 
has not made, and apparently has no 
intention of making any serious at- 
tempt to formulate general policy 
for the management of national af- 
fairs. A more useless sort of opposi- 
tion it would be difficult to imagine; 
one which has done less to justify its 
existence it would be impossible to 


discover, or one that more richly de- 
serves to be called to account for its 
demonstrated lack of constructive 
statesmanship,

“A few moments’ consideration of 
the actual figures of the proposed ex- 
penditure for this year should 
strengthen the belief and faith of 
every Albertan in the future of his

Starting with a total surplus from 
1905 and 1906 of $555.195, there will be 
due from the Dominion government a 
subsidy of $1,124,125. It is also an- 
ticipated that the amount secured as 
a result of the provincial conference 
will be received, viz.: $130,000, and a 
refund from Ottawa for administra- 
tion of land office of about $50,000,”" 

After giving the detailed statement 
of the estimate the Herald concludes: 

“It will be seen that the great spend- 
ing department of pullic works, un- 
der the direction of Hon. Mr. Cushing, 
has estimates of well over a million 
dollars. The entire estimate seems a 
very satisfactory one.”’
